Still others contend 
that hidden taxation is unscientific 
and has no place in dem ocratic forms 
of governm ent. F o r this reason it is 
generally conceded th a t if the so­ 
called “ invisible’ 
method of raising 
rev en u e w ere reduced to a minimum 
and m ethods adopted 
which would 
bring the ta x p a y e r and tax collector 
face to face, our citizens would im­ 
mediately 
become 
tax-conscious. 
Such a state of mind, it is contended. 
would develop a keenness an d respon­ 
sibility o f citizenship which would 
greatly aid in the .solution of most of 
o u r pressing problems of statecraft. 
Today 
the 
Fe d e ra l 
G overnm ent 
raises a pproxim ately two-thirds of its 
revenues from hidden taxation, and 
-tate and municipal go v e rn m e n ts get 
much of their revenues by the same 
means.

The local, state, and Federal gov­ 
ernm ents have developed a m om en­ 
tum of spending which will require a 
desperate e f f o r t to check. 
Much of 
the funds dispersed for relief and in 
the form of loans to our people and

be long evaded. 
Federal taxes will 
have to be doubled to meet present 
obligations o f interest and if reason­ 
able paym ents on the principal bor­ 
rowed are to be made. 
The billion- o f dollars which have 
gone to stave o f f hunger and s u f f e r ­ 
ing of millions of u n fo rtu n a te people 
and to bolster the prevailing econom­ 
ic system are not begrudged by sym ­ 
pathetic and u nderstanding citizens. 
But we still have a socially basic u n ­ 
employm ent problem, which calls for 
hundreds o f milions of dollars for re­ 
lief, to say nothin g of the huge ex­ 
pense incident to the administration 
o f relief funds and other projects of 
the Federal Government. 
This inci­ 
dental expense now involves the e m ­ 
ployment of over 200,000 additional 
federal 
employees, the 
salaries of 
whom, a t an av erag e of Si,500 per I 
I.nr urn, call fo r 
appropriations 
of 
over $3,000,000,000, to which is ad d ­ 
ed the expenses incident to this e m ­ 
ployment. such as rents, stationery, 
equipment, etc. 
By living on borrowed money the 
Federal Governm ent has been able 
to stave o f f the Ja y of reckoning, 
but that day cannot be indefinitely 
postponed. 
It is believed by many th at com­ 
mon sense dictates that un equitable 
solution 
of 
our 
political-economic 
questions must be found in order that 
cease to 
be a 
factor in our national affairs, that 
borrowing may be discontinued, and 
that the 
local, state, and 
Federal 
governm ents may get on a basis of 
“ pay 
as 
you

“ Combined 
shipments of 
Texa 
poultry, turkeys, and eggs, to inter 
state points fell off sharply each year 
from 1931 to 1935. 
An increase in 
1936 over the preceding year may 
have marked the 
revi rsal of

downward trend, but this is not at all 
Certain, for poultry and egg produe 
Hon at present is relatively u nprof­ 
itable on account of th** unfavorable 
feed-egg 
ratio. 
That is to 
say, it 
takes a considerably larger numbei 
of eggs to equal in value IOO pounds 
o f poultry feed 
now' than 
it did a 
y ear ago. Under these circumstances 
there is a tendency to reduce the size 
of flocks, thus temporarily increas­ 
ing shipments of poultry; and to u » 
fewer eggs for 
hatching

and thu" to put a larger proportion of 
eggs on the market for current con­ 
sumption. 
As a consequence of thesi 
influences there will be a tendency 
for shipments of poultry and eggs to
